The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough in 
the County of Hillsborough and State of 
New Hampshire qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to appear at the Town Hall 
in said Lyndeborough, on Tuesday, the 13th day of 
March next, at 3:30 o clock in the afternoon to choose 
all necessary town officers (polls will not close before 
7:30 p.m.), if the Town at a special meeting to be 
held on March 2nd adopts the Non-Partisan ballot 
system, and at 7:30 p.m. at said Town Hall to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year if said Non-Partisan ballot system has not 
been adopted by the Town at said special meeting on 
said March 2nd next. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Town Treasurer to borrow sums of 
money in anticipation of the collection of taxes for the 
current municipal year. 


3. To hear reports of all committees or take any 
votes relative thereto. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $106.00 (1/100 of 1% of the valu- 
ation of the town) to the Monadnock Region Associa- 
tion of Southwestern New Hampshire for issuance and 
distribution of printed matter, newspaper and magazine 
advertising, and by other means calling attention to 
the resources and natural advantages of the Town, in 
cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns of the 
Monadnock Region. 
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5. ‘To see if the Town will authorize and direct the 
Board of Selectmen to execute and deliver a quit-claim 
deed to Harold P. Parker and Alice B. Parker for the 
consideration of one dollar, conveying to them any 
claim or title which the Town may have in the land on 
which stands or pertains to the District 6 schoolhouse 
in Perham Corner; said schoolhouse having been sold 
by the School District at public sale to Fred B. Parker 
on September 23, 1949; the purpose hereof being to 
clear the title to said property. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue as a 
public highway the old road leading southerly from the 
southerly side of the Old Highway from South Lynde- 
borough to Temple (sometimes known as Pettingill 
Hill Road) between the house and barn presently 
owned by Edward M. Abbot, Jr., (known as the Winn 
Place) through other land of said Abbot (formerly of 
Blanche Welch), to the terminal of said old road at the 
former Tighe Place at the road leading through the 
Stiles Farm, or take any action relating thereto. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to find that there 
exists in the Town of Lyndeborough dwellings which

the provisions of which proposal are included herein 
by reference and copies of which are posted herewith 
and are available at the meeting, or take any action re- 
lated thereto. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
T. R. A. for construction of Class IV and Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside the sum of 
$926.09 and the State will contribute $6173.92. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
budget as prepared by the Budget Committee or make 
any alterations thereto. 


11. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations for the same: Namely: town 
officers’ salaries, town officers’ expenses, election and 
registration expenses, expenses of town hall and other 
buildings, police department, fire department, health 
department, vital statistics, insurance, auto and dog 
fees, town maintenance of highways and bridges, street 
lighting, general expenses of highway department, town 
road aid, libraries, town poor, old age assistance, aid

In reviewing our insurance on Town Buildings 
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with the object of replacing Stock Company policies 
with Mutual Company paying a dividend, we noted 
two deficiencies. 

First, in that Lyndeborough Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany does not include Extended Coverage (windstorm, 
hail, smoke, lightning where no fire results, motor 
vehicles, aircraft, etc.), we were in effect self-insuring 
our property for those perils in the proportion that 
Lyndeborough Mutual policies bore to that of the 
other companies. 

Second, the amount of insurance carried on these 
buildings was not in proper proportion to the replace- 
ment costs. 

The decision was made to augment the Lynde- 
borough Mutual Insurance with an equal amount of 
other Mutual Insurance with extended coverage to 
correct this and also to reduce the co-insurance situa- 
tion. 

A three-year plan was found to be the best suited 
for this, in which one policy was written for one year, 
another for two years, and a third for three years. 
The cost of this is as follows:

REPORT OF THE 
LYNDEBORO FIRE DEPARTMENT 


There were nine fire calls during the year 1961. 
These included one chimney fire, two brush fires, one 
call for tank truck for a house fire from Wilton Fire 
Department, one camp fire, one auto fire, one garage 
fire, and one call to schoolhouse, the siren being set off 
by an overheated furnace. The latter has been taken 
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care of and there is no more trouble in that respect. 
Also there was one false alarm during the year. 

A temporary problem with the village siren self- 
actuating, was investigated by an electrician, and the 
source of the trouble found to be in the firehouse. This 
has been remedied. 

The Fire Department purchased a portable pump, 
rubberized gloves for the firemen, fire department plates 
for the members cars, and a hot plate for the firehouse. 
The plates for the cars are helpful in saving time and 
perhaps property, as those cars having them on will 
not be stopped by police when going to a fire. 

The firehouse has been painted this year, and it is 
a good improvement. 

The firemen thank the Selectmen and the towns- 
people for their cooperation, and the Chief thanks the 
firemen for their loyalty which insures a good fire de- 
partment.

In these days of constantly rising taxes and wages, 
any unnecessary expense is an added burden on every- 
ones pocketbook — yours and mine. Forest fires cost 
money and damage our valuable woodlands. Light- 
ning sets some forest fires, but we have no control of 
lightning. Children cause many fires. Ninety-eight 
percent of our forest fires result from human careless- 
ness — our carelessness.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough, 
I respectfully submit the 1961 school report as your 
substitute Superintendent of Schools. 

Staff and Instruction 

In September 1961 there were staff changes in the 
Central School. Mrs. Velma Gray replaced Mrs. Ade- 
laide Herrick, who retired after long years of superior 
service. Mrs. Marion Howard, R.N., moved to Virginia 
in the middle of the school year and was succeeded by 
Mrs. Charlotte Pollock, R.N., of Wilton. Mrs. Pollock 
preferred only one school district and was replaced by 
Mrs. Norma Frost, R.N., in Lyndeborough. Mrs. Paul- 
ine Brown has served the school admirably by teaching 
small reading groups from the primary grades and the 
full reading program in grades five and six. 

For September 1962 the enrollment forecast indi- 
cates that in all likelihood, the enrollments will be:

From these enrollments it would seem that the 
Principal with the anticipated enrollment of 38, could 
well use a part-time teacher aide as well as Mrs. Smith 
in grades one and two where the probable enrollment 
will be 35 or more.

Mrs. John Morison has given generously of her time 
and talent in teaching French in the intermediate 
grades. The French lesson on television was followed 
by conversation in French to reinforce the program and 
review the vocabulary. This type of instruction may 
prove valuable if the television program could be fol- 
lowed by the same children and the same teacher year 
after year in succeeding grades. Schools are experi- 
menting in the language areas and within a short span 
of years, the fruits of this type of experimental program 
may reveal the optimum grades for the development 
of conversation in a foreign language. 


Buildings and Grounds 
Minor repairs inside and out have been effected, 
new playground equipment has been given to the 
school by the Parent-Teachers Association and will be 
greatly enjoyed next spring. 


Special Articles 
Special Articles in the Warrant include $1930. for 
the continuation of a teacher's aide in the building due 
to large enrollments or for the needed special class. 
Another article in the School Warrant concerns the 
Perham Corner Schoolhouse presently owned by Harold 
Parker who asks for release of any claims the School 

District may have on said property. 


Finance 

The School Board’s 1962-63 Budget calls for an ap- 
propriation of $59,673.75, a decrease of $436.33 from 
1961-62: however, the estimated income of the district 
for 1962-63 is $306.76 less than anticipated for the 
current year, making the net decrease in the Assess- 
ment $129.57.

I wish to thank the Lyndeborough School Board, 
the teachers of the Central School, the clerical staff in 
the administrative office and the citizens of the town
